In the early days of ‘ies ‘niedioal 
work a strong prejudice existed 
amongst the Chinese against enter- 
ing o hospital but as the ‘advan- 
tages of hospital: treatment were 
better understood, the number of 
admissions ‘gradually increased and, 
hospitat cxtension ‘became neces- 
sary. For. several ycars the need 
for replacing the Alice Memorial 
and Nethersole Hospitals had beea 
realised as more accommodation was 
required and the fabric of the build- 
ings had deteriorated. 


The first step towards “carrying 


out the scheme was taken when the 


site of tha Alice Memorial Hospital 
in. Hollywood Road’ was sold (for 
$97,000; the proceeds of .the sale 
are being used for, tho erection of 
a new hospital on a. site in Bonham 
Road, the. gift of: the-Londsn Mis- 
sionary Society. The’ opportunity 
has been taken, t> build a four 
designed on 
modern lines, and constructed of 
materials. which are wel! fitted to 
withstand the climatic. conditions. 


The next step is to Proceed, as 
soon as possible, with a similar 
building to replace the present 
Nethersole, The’ plan is to build 
in two blocks; one will approgriate- 
ly be named the Nethersole Hospital 
to commemorate the original gift by 
the late Mr, H, Davis and the other, 
if a suitable donation be made, may 
be named according to the wishes 
of the donor. It'is estimated that 
the two blocks can be erected for 
$250,000, and an addition amount 
will: be ‘Deeded ' ‘for equipment, * 

The most prevalent diseases 
were ‘malaria, influenza, dysentery, 
typhoid fever, beri-beri, and pul- 
monary - diseases. Broncho-pneu- 
monia in children has a heavy mort 
ality, considering that the climate is 
favourable for treatment. ;
